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REPORT 


OF  THE 

ALBERTA  LIQUOR  CONTROL  BOARD 

1929 


Introduction. 

Tliei  period  covered  by  the  Sixth  Annual  Report  of  the  Board 
is  from  1st  April,  1929,  to  -31st  March,  1930. 

Thirteen  Local  Option  Votes  were  taken  during  the  year,  nine 
of  which  showed  a  majority  to  be  in  favour  of  beer  licenses  and  four 
against,  the  actual  votes  being  1,308  “For  Beer  Licenses”  and  1,199 
“Against  Beer  Licenses.” 

The  cost  of  taking  these  votes  amounted  to  $1,199.27,  and  was 
defrayed  by  the  Board  in  accordance  with  statutory  provision. 

Premises. 

Since  the  date  of  the  previous  report  the  Board  has  been  able 
to  arrange  for  a  renewal  for  a  further  period  of  five  years  of  the 
lease  covering  the  Edmonton  Warehouse  and  Offices. 

The  lease  covering  the  Warehouse  in  Calgary  expired  in 
August,  1929.  Following  negotiations,  arrangements  were  made  to 
lease  premises  on  a  five-year  agreement  from  the  Burns  Foundation, 
Limited.  Owing  to  the  central  location  of  the  property  the  Board 
found  it  advantageous  to  place  the  retail  store  and  the  warehouse 
in  the  same  building. 

The  lease  covering  the  Taber  store  was  renewed  for  a  period 
of  three  years. 


Government  Liquor  Stores. 

On  21st  July,  1929,  the  disastrous  fire  which  wiped  out  the  busi¬ 
ness  section  of  Wainwright  destroyed  the  entire  stock  in  our  store 
at  that  point.  The  loss  was  fully  covered  by  insurance. 

The  store  was  re-opened  for  business  on  the  9th  November,  1929. 

A  Government  Liquor  Store  was  opened  at  Flythe  on  the  22nd 
November,  1929. 


Alberta  Beers. 

During  the  period  under  review  the  Board  has  intensified  its 
inspection  of  the  manner  in  which  beer  is  stored  and  served  by 
licensees  and  in  addition  has  caused  frequent  analyses  of  the  local 
products  to  be  made,  with  the  result  that  very  few  complaints  have 
been  received  regarding  the  quality  of  the  beer  sold. 

To  supplement  the  frequent  tests  made  by  the  Provincial 
Analyst  the  Board  submitted  a  variety  of  samples  to  one  of  the 
foremost  Analytical  Laboratories  on  the  American  continent,  and 
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was  gratified  to  find  that  its  report  coincided  minutely  with  that 
of  the  Provincial  Analyst. 

Samples  have  been  taken  throughout  the  year  from  the  Brewery 
premises,  warehouses  of  Distributors,  Limited,  and  the  premises  of 
licensees,  both  in  the  cities  and  at  country  points. 

Purchases  of  Liquor. 

A  detailed  list  of  all  liquors  purchased  during  the  period 
covered  by  this  report  will  be  found  in  Appendix  “B.” 

The  Board  has  continued  its  policy  of  dealing  direct  with  the 
shippers,  and  has  in  consequence  obtained  allowances  and  cash 
discounts  amounting  to  $59,597.69. 

This  amount  is  included  in  the  financial  statement  “C.” 

Analysis  of  Liquors. 

Frequent  analysis  of  the  brands  carried  in  stock  have  failed  to 
disclose  adulteration  of  any  sort,  and  in  all  cases  the  goods  were 
reported  upon  as  being  entirely  satisfactory. 

W INES. 

The  sale  of  imported  wines  continues  to  be  small  in  volume,  and 
in  consequence  the  Board  has  not  been  able  to  materially  increase 
the  variety  of  bottlings  carried  in  stock. 

Prices  of  Liquors. 

During  the  year  the  Board  has,  where  possible,  passed  on  to 
the  permit-holding  public  any  savings  effected  by  way  of  allow¬ 
ances  received  from  shippers. 


Permits. 

A  statement  showing  details  of  permits  issued  during  the  calen¬ 
dar  year  frorq  1st  January  to  31st  December,  1929,  will  be  found 
in  Appendix  “A.” 

The  sale  of  permits  realized  $197,203.50  and  this  amount  is  not 
included  in  the  financial  statements  of  the  Board,  as  the  proceeds 
are  paid  direct  to  the  Provincial  Treasurer  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  Section  141  of  the  Act. 


Permits  Cancelled. 

The  Board  cancelled  285  permits  during  the  year,  in  addition 
to  which  385  permits  were  held  by  persons  interdicted,  whose  per¬ 
mits  were  automatically  cancelled  when  the  orders  of  interdiction 
became  effective. 

Interdiction. 

The  names  of  832  persons  were  placed  on  the  Interdict  List  and 
572  names  were  removed  during  the  same  period,  thus  leaving  1,472 
names  on  the  list  as  at  31st  March,  1930.

Brewers. 


Licenses  were  issued  to  six  breweries  during  the  year. 

A  list  of  these  licenses  will  be  found  in  Appendix  UC.” 

Hotels. 

Beer  licenses  in  respect  to  hotel  premises  were  issued  to  378 
applicants  during  the  calendar  year  ending  31st  December,  1929. 
Of  this  number  one  license  was  cancelled,  four  licenses  were  sur¬ 
rendered  and  not  replaced,  five  hotels  were  destroyed  by  fire  and 
the  licenses  were  not  replaced,  and  one  license  was  under  suspen¬ 
sion  at  31st  December,  1929. 

The  system  of  the  sale  of  beer  by  the  glass  in  licensed  hotels 
continues  to  be  the  basis  for  considerable  discussion. 

Since  November,  1929,  the  Board  has  been  making  a  survey  of 
the  situation  throughout  the  Province.  Conflicting  opinions  are 
freely  expressed  by  members  of  the  public.  The  volume  of  busi¬ 
ness  in  licensed  hotels,  particularly  in  rural  points,  has  shown  a 
marked  decline,  resulting  in  a  material  reduction  in  the  number  of 
complaints  received  from  critics  of  the  system  of  the  sale  of  beer 
on  licensed  premises. 

Pending  a  fuller  and  more  complete  survey  of  the  situation 
throughout  the  Province,  the  Board  will  continue  its  present  policy 
of  disciplining,  by  way  of  curtailment  of  the  hours  for  the  sale 
of  beer,  those  licensees  who  ignore  the  requirements  of  the  liquor 
laws. 

Taking  into  consideration  the  sparsely  settled  and  extended  area 
of  Alberta,  the  hotel  accommodation  available  here  is  equal,  if  not 
superior,  to  the  accommodation  available  elsewhere  in  Canada. 

During  the  past  year  the  officers  of  the  Alberta  Hotel  Asso¬ 
ciation  have  co-operated  in  every  way  with  the  Board  in  its  en¬ 
deavours  to  keep  the  hotel  business  on  as  high  a  plane  as  possible. 

Clubs. 

Beer-selling  privileges  were  granted  to  47  clubs  during  the 
calendar  year. 

Two  service  clubs  received  suspensions,  in  both  instances  for 
infraction  of  Section  89  of  the  Act,  and  the  license  of  one  other 
club  was  cancelled  when  investigation  disclosed  that  the  status  of 
the  club  had  been  misrepresented  to  the  Board  when  application 
had  been  made  for  the  license. 

Canteens. 

Licenses  were  granted  to  sixteen  Canteens  operating  under 
direct  military  or  naval  supervision. 

One  of  these  licenses  was  surrendered  voluntarily,  leaving  fif¬ 
teen  such  licenses  in  operation  at  3 1st  December,  1929. 
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Flavoring  Extracts  and  Essences. 

Very  few  complaints  were  received  by  the  Board  regarding  the 
misuse  of  alcoholic  flavoring  extracts,  and  the  existing  regulations 
appear  to  be  working  out  satisfactorily. 

Of  the  1,759  licenses  issued  to  retailers,  only  three  were  found 
to  be  selling  in  quantities  suggesting  that  the  purchasers  were 
using  the  extracts  for  beverage  purposes  and,  after  investigation, 
these  licenses  were  withdrawn. 

Prescriptions  by  Medical  Practitioners. 

During  the  year  ended  on  31st  March,  1930,  the  Government 
Liquor  Stores  filled  1,928  prescriptions  issued  by  members  of  the 
medical  profession.  This  number  is  exclusive  of  those  filled  by 
druggists  at  points  where  liquor  stores  are  not  established. 

Confiscated  Liquor. 

Details  of  all  liquor  ordered  confiscated  by  the  Courts  or  which 
has  remained  unclaimed  after  seizure,  will  be  found  in  Appendix 
“D.” 

If,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Provincial  Analyst,  there  is  the  slightest 
reason  to  question  the  genuineness  of  any  liquor  confiscated,  auth¬ 
ority  is  granted  by  the  Attorney  General  to  destroy  it. 

Manufacture  and  Sale  of  Illicit  Liquor. 

Since  its  last  report  the  Board  has  had  some  success  in  its 
endeavours  to  curb  the  manufacture  and  traffic  in  “moonshine.” 

In  some  outlying  districts,  mostly  populated  by  settlers  of 
foreign  birth,  where  detection  is  difficult,  this  illicit  manufacturing 
is  undoubtedly  carried  on,  and  the  Board  once  again  respectfully 
suggests  that  more  intensive  co-operation  and  assistance  from  the 
Federal  authorities  is  absolutely  necessary  before  the  situation  can 
be  effectively  controlled. 

As  pointed  out  in  previous  reports,  the  suppression  of  the  manu¬ 
facture  of  illicit  liquor  is  a  responsibility  of  the  Federal  authorities, 
and  until  such  time  as  it  is  controlled  by  them  the  Board  is  put  to 
heavy  expense  in  maintaining  additional  staff  in  its  Law  Enforce¬ 
ment  Branch. 

Law  Enforcement. 

The  Officers  of  the  Board’s  Enforcement  Department  work  in 
close  co-operation  with  the  officers  of  the  Alberta  Provincial  Police 
and  the  city  and  municipal  police  forces  throughout  the  Province, 
and  to  the  officers  of  those  forces  the  board  takes  this  opportunity 
of  expressing  its  appreciation  of  the  splendid  assistance  rendered 
by  them  at  all  times. 

In  the  National  Parks,  where  the  Eoyal  Canadian  Mounted 
Police  have  enforced  the  Act,  the  work  has  been  done  in  a  very 
thorough  manner,  and  the  thanks  of  the  Board  are  extended  to  the 
officers  responsible. 

During  the  year  the  entire  Province  has  been  covered  by  our 
own  staff,  who  have  travelled  on  duty  some  150,000  miles  by  auto¬ 
mobile  and  16,000  miles  by  rail  and  other  means  of  transportation. 
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A  report,  in  summary  form,  showing  the  number  of  charges  laid 
and  convictions  obtained  under  the  Government  Liquor  Control 
Act  during  the  period  from  1st  April,  1929,  to  31st  March,  1930, 
and  also  a  summary  of  convictions  for  drunkenness  under  other 
statues,  will  be  found  in  Appendix  “E.” 

This  information  lias  been  compiled  from  all  records  available 
at  this  date. 

A  separate  return  showing  the  activities  of  the  Law  Enforce¬ 
ment  Branch  will  be  found  in  Appendix  “F.” 

Staff. 

The  Board  has  continued  to  receive  the  fullest  co-operation  from 
all  members  of  the  staff  and  takes  pleasure  in  recording  its  appre¬ 
ciation  of  the  loyal  service  rendered  by  them  during  the  year. 

General  Remarks. 

During  the  year  from  1st  April,  1929,  to  31st  March,  1930,  a 
total  of  40,993  parcels  was  shipped  by  express  to  permit-holders  by 
the  Government  Liquor  Stores  and  Warehouses. 

Transportation  costs  on  these  parcels  amounting  to  $18,052.69 
were  absorbed  by  the  Board. 

In  addition  to  these  2,805  packages  were  sent  through  the  mail 
at  a  cost  of  $2,226.44  to  permit-holders  at  points  where  an  agent 
of  an  express  company  was  not  located. 

A  calculation  based  on  the  amount  of  gailonage  tax  paid  through 
the  brewers  to  the  Board  shows  that  4,256,000  gallons  of  malt 
liquor  manufactured  in  Alberta  were  disposed  of  to  licensees,  per¬ 
mit-holders  and  the  Alberta  Liquor  Control  Board  during  the 
twelve-month  period  ended  31st  March,  1930. 

In  addition  the  brewers  exported  to  the  Liquor  Board  of  a 
neighboring  Province  some  700,000  gallons,  on  which  gailonage  tax 
was  rebated  to  them. 

The  following  comparison  shows  percentage  of  sales  of  each 
product  to  total  sales  on  a  gailonage  basis:

The  number  of  sales  on  individual  permits  made  through  the 
Government  Liquor  Stores  and  Warehouses  during  the  year 
totalled  1,144,658  at  an  average  for  each  sale  of  $5.31. 

In  addition  6,321  sales  were  made  to  licensees  and  to  holders  of 
Special  Permits,  such  as  Hospitals,  Physicians,  Druggists  and 
Manufacturers. 

In  the  same  period  the  Board  and  the  Brewers  of  Alberta  to¬ 
gether  paid  to  the  Dominion  Government  a  sum  in  excess  of 
$2,902,000  by  way  of  Customs  and  Excise  duties  on  liquor  and 
spirits,  taxes  on  beer,  excise  tax  on  malt  and  sales  tax  on  the 
various  products  sold. 
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Conclusion. 

The  Board  deeply  appreciates  the  generous  co-operation  which 
has  at  all  times  been  extended  to  it  by  the  general  public.
